LETTER FROM THUS. J. MONTAGUE.

Sold him when a 
yearling to Wood Strlngfleld, and he to Chris. Batbinan. 1 know noth¬ 
ing of his darn's breeding. She was a very tine black mare, with fine 
trotting action. This was the only colt she ever had; he was by imp. 
Phaeton : but the dam was certainly a very fine mare. 1 spent a good 
deal of time trying to get her pedigree. She came here during the war. 

I am very respectfully, Tuos. J. Montague." 

Whatever good Qualities Harkaway may have inherited from his dam, 
he certainly inherited none of her vices, as a kinder, leveler beaded 
horse was uever harnessed ; and Maj. Thomas was uot far wide of his 
mark when he predicted that the cross of Phaeton with the big black 
mare would produce a good carriage horse, us he has all the style, cour- 


Wheu three years old Harkaway covered nine mares (of various col¬ 
ors) and got nine chestnut colts. On writing to DesMoines, Iowa, to 
the former owner of the horse to ascertain what the colts could be 
bought for as weanlings, he writes; "Only one of the colts can be 
bought at any reasonaole price at present; that one can be bought for 
$100 and the man does not care to sell at that price." This simply 
shows that if the horse fails to make a trotter he may be of value In 
the stud to get road and carriage horses, or at least colts that breeders 
are willing to keep and wait for. 

Phieton. if li»ing, would undoubtedly be the most fashionable stal 
lion in America. As he is dead, we must look to his sons for the full 
glory that would have been accorded to the sire. TenBroeck, one of 
his best sons, has achieved through his great four-mile race a memora¬ 
ble record. On Sept. 27. 1876, an extra day given by the Louisville 
Jockey Club. TenBroeck started for a special purse of $1,000, to beat 
Fellowcraft’s four-mile record of 7:194, and he successfully accom¬ 
plished the task. He ran the first mile in 1:584, the second in 
1:454, the third in 1:464. and the fourth in 1:504, the total time 
for the four miles being 7:154, thus eclipsing Pellowcraft's record

I have now given, or endeavored to give you, a full deacripllou of 
what are unquestionably the most important o( the public stables in 
Paris and in France, viz: the Omnibus Compauy. with ten thousand 
horses; the Ootupagale des Pei ilea Voitnrea t General tat) tompauyl. 
with the same nuinh-r; and the two Tramway Companies, with about 
fifteen hundred. There are into the bargain some large tomlongf- 

lug to the principal railway companies, one of which I visited the other 
dav but there was not. so far as 1 could see, any feature calling for 
sneclal notice; and the description of the omutbus horses will apply to 
them almost word for word. Before closing this series of articles 1 
tbiuk that it will he worth while to give a brief accouut of what are un¬ 
questionably thr best appointed private stables In Baris, and which con¬ 
tain the best horses, taking them as a whole, owued by any one family. 

I refer to the three stables belouglug lo the Rothschilds llarouess 
James Rotchachlld s and her son Baron Edmund a In Rue Ruaalnl, 
Barou Alphouee do Rothschild's. In the Rue Mnrbit-uf. and Baron 
Gustave de Rothschild s, lu the Boulevard do Courcellea. These are 
three separate establishments, as much so as If they belonged to per- 
aous of a different name and lu Bo way related to one another. The 
oldest of these stables Is that tu the Rue Rossini, leading out of the Rue 
Lafllte and opposite to the banking house which has Bouti so much to 
raise the family fortune; these stables arc tenanted by the horses be¬ 
longing to the widow of the late Barou. with whom reside her two un¬ 
married sons. These stables are uot very extensive, there being ouly 
room for tweuty-four horses, but they are admirably cotistrucled. aud. 
as might be expected, kept tn apple pie order. There are at present 
twenty bones In the stub]*. all of which are used for carriage work, in¬ 
cluding three or four pairs of magnificent barouche horses, and a pair 
of bay pha ton horses, driven by Baron Edmund, who also brought 
back with him front the United Slates a remarkably useful pair, which 
would go well either In a phn-tou or a brougham. There Is also a

These stables ba\e 
ouly recently been built, and must have cost au enormous sum. for not 
only areftbey titled up with every appliance that equlue science could 
suggest and built upon principles which must commend themselves 
to every one who understands the subject, hut they are decorated with 
almost an excess of luxury. Yet for all that there is nothing gaudy or 
uuplessing to the eye about them, and there la' not a single fitting which 
has uot 1U use, or an ornament which clasliee with the 
rest The premises are reached hy n private drive lend¬ 
ing out of the Boulevard Into the covered courtyard, into which the 
etables, coach houses, harness-room. etc., opeu Right and left are 
two tea-stall stable* containing the carriage horses, most of which have 
been bought in England at prices averaging 300 ga each -though 
amongst them I recognised a brougham horsei tired lu Normandy, 
which wou the first prize in his class for single harness horses at the 
last show in l'aris.

Creinleux. who. uuder ibe cognomen of "Freeman” In the French turf 
organ U Jockey, hnn acquired eome fame an a sporting acrlbe, h aa * 
ieuglby and exhaustive article ou the subject. He retulmla bis reader* 
this U not the Aral time au attempt ban beeu rained to abut out French 
boraes from the English turf. About three year* ago wheu h r John 
Aetley atarted the agitation, le Vlicompt Dam went to Kuglaud to ex 
plain the motive* which etood a* a barrier agaiuat complete reciprocity, 
motive* which were sufficiently explained by the rule* and regulation* 
of the Society for Ameliorating the Breed of Horses. Ibe \ iscount 
ftoaured hi* Buglieh friend* that It wan the deelre of the society to dt 
velone as far aa poeaible the advantage* of international competition*. 
Ue also promised, by certain Indirect mcauM to augment the number of 
race* opeu to foreign competition, without taking In¬ 

to consideration the question of reciprocity which wan insisted ou by 
the society. The Grand Prlx with £4,000 added wn* specially 
Instituted to promote international racing aud certain other events, as 
the more Important fixture* were thrown opeu to foreign horses, and 
further that great advantages were put forward, not the least of which 
waa.that the transit was paid If all horses engaged at Dieppe uud Rouen 
ou the Normandy coast, between Newhavuu ami Dieppe, at which tat 
ter place Mona. C. I.afltte caused an iudemuity of £4 to be given tods 
fray the expenses of foreign competitors. The value of prizes for lit 
racing open to the world stands at £14,1X3), and for the various onen 
steeplechases £14,001). A complete list la sent annually to the Jockey 
Club of all races open to English horses; but this attempt at giving sat 
isfactlou to English sportanieu has not beeu takeu Into account by 
Lord Falmouth, while the little support given by the English would 
tend to show what little de*lre there is iu England to comuete against 
atock produced In France from English sires and dam*. If in Frauce 
a better horse Is produced thuu can be found lu England. It is to 
be accounted for by the want of enterprise tu England, 
which permits its beet stalllous aud mare* to be bought

B. All Pacha 
Cherif, and landed at New York May 90, I8i6. from the steamer (Jneen, 
of the National Line, lbn Mosk Is a half bred Arabian, being by 
I'houetnan, son of Choueman, who was bred by Abhaa Pacha himself. 
Both of the Chouemans. tire and eon. were winners of the Egyptian 
Derby. Mr. Tuller also purchased of Mr. Wilson a two-year old chest 
uut filly by Pacing Abdallah, dam by John Edsall (son of Alexander's 
Abdallah; 2d dam and full slater to Joe Downing by Wagner, for $500. 
Mr. Wilson's sales altogether to Mr. Tuller were six head of horses for 
over $8,000. Among them Is Rlstori, bay mare, by Volunteer, with a

ter with a common Initial In order that pedigrees and ages inav be the 
better carried in mind. Supposing a pack bred this year, three litters— 
six from Villager and Actress; live from Kovstcror aud Bluebell, and 
four from Gambler and Shameless-they would be uatned something in 
ml« way: No. 1 litter. Ploughman, Doughboy. Playwright, 
Prompter. Plaudit and Punster. Litter No. 2; Swaggerer, 
ScaiHjgrace, Scoundrel, Sllverbell aud Snowdrop. Ut¬ 
ter No. ; G ullly.

“Plnyaway AjaitJ. ' by Brigadier out of Playawayll.; “Welsh Harp,** 
by Liberty out of Cymbal; “Happy Miss." by Conteutmenl oul 
of Miss; “Bird’s Eye.” by Caveudlsh out of Maple; ‘•Kernel.” by 
Drummer out of Plurn; “Wauderlng Girl,” by Burcback out of Out¬ 
cast; “Nothing New." by Ironshot out o! Quiet. Times; and so on. 
Sometime* this sort of nomenclature is singularly appropriate, not to 
sny witty; Birdseye by Cavendish out of Maple, mud-t striKe everyone 
as a very happy thought; and Kernel by Drummer out of Plum, is far 
from a bad one, especially as K is the initial letter of bis owner’s name. 
The majority of public coursing incu stick to the initial letter of their 
own. name, even to ihe utter neglect of anything appropriate. Some 
go iu for a “line”, the same as a great Arm of shipowner* ; one owner 
goes in for a "Sea” line another Tor a "Patent” line, and a third for a

The true harrier, as bunted by oar grandfathers and their predeces¬ 
sors, is a variety of hound now rapidly becoming extinct, the • dwarf 
foxhound" type having first been adopted In some districts perhaps 
half a ceutury or more ago. Since that time, bounds partaking more or 
less of the roxhound blood and conformation have supplanted the mu¬ 
sical and slow-paced animal that used to hunt every inch of hi* ground 
and work out tne twistings and doublings of the bare, unravelling the 
maxes of the chase lu the most methodical manner. No doubi, origi¬ 
nally, the bare was exclusively hunted by tbe old dew-lapped, heavy• 
litubrd Southern bound. Indeed, these lumbering old hounds, with 
their monotonous toll, bunted the Weald of Sussex as recently as the 
early part of the present century. Up to about that period tbe 
old Southern hound we* met with In most enclosed 

and deep-eartbed countries, where It was next to Impossible 

to follow on horseback. Drainage aud other agricultural improvement* 
altered the state of the soil, and rendered a gallop across such countries 
practicable: aud, consequently, tbe leaplng-pole hitherto used for 
clearing hedges aud wide ditches was substituted by tbe horse and the 
Southern hound, by a lighter breed, one whose speed was more com¬ 
mensurate with that of the animal which bore hla master through the 
chase. This lighter and speedier variety etlll retained much of the old

A Pup Swallows a Skbwkh.— Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 1877.— 
Editor Chicago Field:—Some weeks since while calling on Homo and 
having tbe dogs out for a run, a high-bred whelp was spoken of as hav¬ 
ing a swollen and painful place on the right side just back of the ribs, 
and a visit was proposed for the purpose of inspecting and seeing if any 
thing could be done to relieve her. It had been spoken of as a protu¬ 
berance as large as tbe eud of a person's thumb, and extremely sore to 
the touch. On our arrival we were told in substance as follows: That tbe 
swelling was Amt noticed about three weeka before, when as large as 
the end of one’s Anger, aud It had gradually Increased in sixe until It 
had reached that of a hen's egg, and that morning, while the owner was 
at breakfast, she was very noisy, howling and moaning as though In 
great pain. Having finished the meal he weut to see the cause of her 
outcry, and found that the swelling had broken and was discharging 
considerably; upon inspecting the opening clonely be naw something 
protruding from tbe mouth of tbe wouud, and securing a pair of plyera 
he attempted to remove It and succeeded in withdrawing from the 
wound a butcher's wooden meat skewer fiW Inches In length (which be 
showed ua). She appeared to experience almost immediate relief, and 
when we.aaw It was discharging a small quantity of blood and matter, 
recommended laving® of tepid water and castlle soap and tbe applica¬ 
tion of some mild healing astri'geul. When next heard from she bad 
entirely recovered, a* d tbe wnnud was nicely healed, hut the coat had 
fallen off around the wound—recommended mixture of burnt leather, 
cantharides and lartl, to be used as an olutmcnt which will assist na¬ 
ture. During the entire time that tbe skewer was being passed her 
appetite was good and evacnattnn regular. There Is little doubt but 
that the akewer was picked up and swallowed for the small morsel of 
meat that might have remained attached to It. as whelps at that age 
(abont eight months) stop at nothing that they can «wallow.

Mr. Apperley, better known a* "Nimrod " to 
thoae converaant with sporting literature of forty year* ago. give* to Sir 
John Daahwood. King of Weal Wickham, Bucka. the credit of havtug 
been, lo a considerable extent. Instrumental lu bringing out tbe "Im¬ 
proved" barrier. HI* pack waa considered a model one in tboae daya, 
and none of tbe hound* exceeded eighteen lncbca at the 
ahoulder. Tbe parent atock of thla pack waa a fuxb nnd from 
the Duke of Grafton'* kennel, called Tyrant, whoae form and character, 
it la aald. were decidedly apparent In all tbe member* of the pack. 
Thla pack of "Improved" barrier* waa verv celebrated In thoao day*, 
and. when Bold, fetched the highest price then over known to have been 
realiaeri for a pack of barrier*, having been purchased by Lord Loudea. 
of Rockingham Caatle, Northamptonablre. for 700 guinea*. From thie 
a train, Mr. Yeatman, formerly master of the Blackmore Vale Harriers, 
bred hi* hounda. which, according to "Nimrod." In lBIH, were au uu 
uaually good pack, as he saya in one of hla many contribution* to one 
of the ofd sporting magazines, that, up to this time (18371, he bad uever 
aeen a pack of barrier* come ao near tbe atandarii of excellence, 
which Sir John's possessed, aa the one he saw in Mr 
Yealmau's posaeaaion, the latter's however, "bavlug rather 
the advantage of Sir John'* In power," The true harrier 
la unquestionably a dwarfed Southern bonud, sometime Improved hy 
a dash of the greyhound, und all the earlier pack* of harrier*, however, 
showed their cloae relationship to their Southern progenitor not only 
in general conformation but lu color. Most of the hound* comprising 
the packs of harriers formerly hunted throughout the country were 
mottled, pied, and black and tau (like tbe bloodhound). The old Sus¬ 
sex blue mottled harriers In early days celebrated a- * strain, were 
a slightly rellncd type of the Southerner. In make-up the true harrier 
was a heavier hound, with thick, bony leg*, throaty, dewlaiiped. rather 
heavily Hewed, aud altogether less active In appearance and build itmn 
those which compose most of the pack* of the present day. No doubt 
there are to he found in thl* country at tbe present lime harrier* which 
would answer this description Indeed, some fifteen year* since we 
frequently hunted with a atnall pack on the border* of Devon and Corn 
wall composed mainly of these heavy blue molded aud black and tan 
harrier*, and very well they did their work, If they had plenty of time. 
The desire for apeeil, which haa now for several year* charc- 
terized the fox hunter, haa been also contracted iu 
moat caaca by hare hunter*, who would make Imre- 
hunting a* near a fnctimUt of Us grander slater sport as circumstances 
will allow. There are those, nevertheless, who would prefer lo pit 
their own exertion* and tboae of Ibelr hound* again*! tbe craftlnoaa of 
tbe hare. These, therefore, would prefer the true harrier, whoae tongue 
and style of hunting ie their chief delight. In these qualities the true 
barrier haa been admirably endowed by nature; for bis loud anil me¬ 
lodious voice can be heard for mile*, and the wonderful excellence of 
nose enahlee the pack lo follow the shifting* and doubling* of the hare 
under every disadvantage. Even with true harrier*, however, we should 
Imagine their size and form In the variou* dtatricla in which they ex¬ 
ist vary lo ault the country in which they are bunted. We sec no rea¬ 
son why classes should not he devoted to the "true barrier. ’ at dog 
shows and are of opinion Ibat one of the main reasooe of Us not being 
so favored la that the dwarf foxhound haa become so thoroughly ealali- 
llahed aa the “harrier" of the present day, that committees of dog shows 
probably consider that a class for them would not produce any entries. 
Even as It ie. the harrier claasea are almost a farce-one or two entries 
only in each. Wo would auggeat that thoae gentlemen, who, like our 
correspondent, take an interest in wbat many style the "legitimate 
houmf' for that aport, should communicate with the committee* of Ihe 
principal dog shows on the subject. One thing, however, mual be con¬ 
sidered that thoae who have the management and responsibilities of 
dog ahowa are Juallded, to a great extent, In declining to give valuable 
prize* ill classes for which one or twoenlrlea only are obtained.

When the people stood up at the conclusion to receive 
the benediction, the dogs used to get up too. to get a share of it, and 
give vent to noisy demonstrations of their joy to think the service was 
over. It was to prevent any unseemly interruption of this sort that a cer¬ 
tain learned Scotch device was In the habit of telling his hearers, "My 
dear brethren, I’ll gle yon the blessing sitting, In order to cheat 
the dogs.” 

In one of the northern parishes of Banffshire, a large Labrador used 
to go regularly te church every Sunday. His seat was in the fore part 
of the gallery, and the parson had no more earnest listener than that 
dog. But as III luck would have it. one day an impious scoundrel of a 
cofley thought he too would like to see the inside of a kirk, so he fol¬ 
lowed the Labrador to church. He lay perfectly still until the sermon 
was about half finished, when he began to get tired, got up. stretched 
himself, shook himself, and flulshedoff by proposing to Cwsar to have 
a game at romps. Such a sacrlllgious proposal quite shocked honest 
Ceesar. "Desperate diseases require desperate cures." thought be. and 
accordingly he shook the other aog with such hearty goodwill that col- 
ley, to escape entire annihilation, sprung clear over the gallery, and 
alighted on the heads of the pious folks beneath. The parson thought 
matters had come to a bonny pass when it began to rain long coated 
collies "at the Lord's house even on Sunday," so poor Caesar was forth¬ 
with condemned to rustication, aud to be put on the chain every Sab¬ 
bath morning. But Caesar wasn’t a fool. He was chaiued aud kept 
from church one Suuday, but the very next appeared in his usual seat, 
having run away on the Saturday evening. The next week be was 
caught and chained upon the Saturday, aud on the week after he ran 
away on Friday, etc.; so by his pertinacity be eveutuaily gained the 
day. and was permitted to sit unuer his favorite parson as usual. 

Forbes Mackenzie Is a long way from being popular In the 
North. He Is the man. you kuow. who closed the public-houses on 
Sunday, but It is jnst like this—a poor man has an Immense difficulty 
In getting a taste ou Sabbath, and a gentleman none. 

I heard a trade-in.t.i s wife ask 
her husband one Sunday, as be was starting for a walk 
"Ohl” was the answer, "only just as far uiak a bona. tide o’me.' The 
man meant to walk a few miles, and then claim his reward iu a 
dram. I’ve often been amused at seeing the policeman coming slyly 
off their bests on a Sunday night, and baud lug a bottle to the landlord 
of an Inn to be filled with "Scotch." This they drink in quiet comers 
and urinals. So there are many ways of bilking Forbes. But Ihe 
queerest plan ever 1 new of eluding the law, and getting a drum, was 
that of a young gentleman of ray acquaintance, who taught his dog - 
a red retriever bitch, aud the essence of wisdom-to bring the wianed 
for whiskey. He used to roll a bottle up lu a napkin, along with a note 
descriptive of his wishes, aud away the bitch would trot with the 
bundle to a public house. Arrived there, she kuocked and was admit¬ 
ted, and soon came round the corner again looking as happy an a ranine 
queen, having faithfully fulfilled her mission. 

I shall finish this short paper with ti ghost story. 1 must premise 
however, that I am no believer In ghosts myself, that is, I do not be¬ 
lieve that the apparitions people at times see exist auy where out of 
their own temporarily diseased brains.

Ula character—formerly the best-cot seem 
Ingly demoralised, he took to evil courses, and had to be shot for sheep 
killing. The sou of the minister of Glen Urquhart had been my com 
panlou on the day of my departure, aud it was nearly gloaming when 
we left the manse to journey together to his bouse. A smart walk 
soon brought ns to the side of the loch Ness at Foyers, aud having to 
build and light a fire as a signal for the boat lo come for us. and the 
loch being here two miles broad. It was quite night before we landed 
at Rousky. Now, there are two roads from here to Gleu Urquhart, 
the upper or shorter, and the lower road. The latter winds aloug the 
foot or the cliffs, the former crosses a spur of the mountain. The up 
per road of course we chose. It at first zig-zags for many hundred feet 
np the woody steep until you reach a lofty table laud- a long solitary 
moorland-which skirts the foot of Mel foil rroonle. Although the 
road was lonesome and never a sound to be heard hut the far off cry of 
the brown owl. the night whs very lovely To the right, but far be¬ 
neath, lay the lake, calm as a mirror, and containing a perfect reflection 
of the full moon, recently risen over the bills beyond. 

"Let roe see now." said my compalon, stopping—we were walking 
Indian file, at a spot some miles on the road, and just in the middle of 
tbe moor—"it was exactly there, by that stone, where the packman was 
murdered.” 

He walked on as he spoke, aud 1 followed, shuddering somewhat. 

I pictured to myself that sad night's work iu so dreary a place. I had 
not passed the place ten yards when 1 could distinctly hear soft foot 
steps coming quickly up behind me, while next moment something 
cold and wet. tonched my hand, and. ou looking round, Judge of my 
astonishment to find iny poor friend Tyro at my side. As soon as f 
spoks he wagged hie tail, looked mournfully in my face, aud vanished 
There conldbe no mistake about It, for there was not a tree or bush in 
sight big enough for a hare to have hidden behind. There was here 
then a delusion of more senses than one—namely, first, hearing: sec¬ 
ondly, touch; and thirdly, sight; originating, no doubt, from thinking 
of the packman's murder In so lonely a spot, my mind already heavy 
with grief for my lost dog. Lost Indeed for l never saw the noor fel¬ 
low again, alive or dead.

Mr. Sherwood's Plan for Tying up Dogs. 

Delaware City, Del., Feb., 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field*.— In vonrlsHie of Feb. 17th. Mr. Asa L. 
Sherwood gives us a good plan for lying up dogs, hut to me it is old, 
haviug seen It lu one of the sporting papers about three years ago (per¬ 
haps by the same gentleman). 1 have tried It, and fonud It to be the 
best plan with which l am acquainted for dogs which must be kept on 
the chain. Now I do not propose to find fault with Mr. 8., but the con¬ 
trary If our breeders would give an illustrative and full description 
of their kennd arrangements for tbe comfort and welfare of their dogs, 
ll would he mutually beneficial. Mr. 8. says there U nothing worse 
for a pop or young dog than being allowed to run wild with, and to 
play with other dogs Being allowed to ruo wild is bad. 1 grant, bat 
that playing with others of tnelr kind Is injurious. 1 doubt. At what i 
say no man need take offence, as 1 am only giving my opinions, and ask 
no one to accept my nilsjudgmeiits. In all animal creation the mind 
and body are so intimately associated that one cannot be materially af¬ 
fected without makiug an Impressiou anon the other. The part of the 
physical which Is first affected by a baneful mental influence is the di¬ 
gestion. We flud that with many of our song birds (the American 
goldfinch for Instance) after having mated. It Is Impossible to confine 
them apart and havetheiu live: they refuse all food, aud pine away and 
die, quite as much of a broken digestion as a broken heart. 1 read In 
your same Issue of tbe grief of a nog over his dead companion; his di¬ 
gestion is affected sufficiently to loathe food for at least three days. I 
read of dogs dying of a broken heart as often as I do of people 
Throw vour darts at a dog’s digestion, and you attack the fountain 
head of the majority of ills from which he suffers. The man who 
breeds mauy dogs and has no illuess or death among them 
has some climatic Influences to assist his skill, for 
which he should he tbaukful, as be Is among the favored ones. Sol¬ 
itary confinement is greater punishment lo a dog than Is usually sup- 

K osed and with a puppy It I* agony; watch how he lags on the chain, 
ow he walks back end forth like a caged lion. Like higher animals he 
most craves objects beyond hie reach. Deprive a pappy of hlfl liberty 
aud playfulness aud you deduct much from his ultimate size and 
atreugth. and more from bis health and spirits. Tbe exercise taken by 
a puppy in bis romps with companions Is better than any amount of 
walkiug exercise, os tbev scamper hither and thither, rolling and tumb¬ 
ling, and bouncing like veritable rubber balls,exercising all the differ¬ 
ent sets of muscles, expanding the lungs and driving the machinery of 
circulation from its sluggishness to a refreshing and invigorating or tbe 
cutire system; aud he comes from his play with an appetite of a dog 
from a day’s hunt. This is upon tbe same principle that man or beast 
can perform a long journey with less fatigue In a slightly hilly country 
than he can ou a perfectly level road ;as In the downhill work the great 
or strain is taken by another set of musclee, more evenly distributing 
the work alternately resting each set, and thus not overstraining the 
system. Aside from this we fear tbe bowed legs, the vulture hocks, 
and other deformities known to originate from confinement npon the 
ebaiu in puppyhood. In rearing puppies the more room I can give 
them without giving them the liberty of the highway, the better am I 


satisfied.

Whereto Hold the Neat Trials.— DesMolnes. Iowa, Feb. 18, ’77. 
Editor Chicago Field: ~ 1 wish to suggest a locality for the proposed 
deld trials in the West next Fall which, from my own knowledge and 
the accounts given by others, wil) be just the place for the event. I 
allude to Ames, ou the Chicago and Northwestern R. R.,and al¬ 
most exactly the renter of the State of Iowa. This place 1 am confi¬ 
dent will be most suitable for the following reasons: 

1st. For the abundance of game. The country In the vicinity of 
Ames in nearly every direction Is open prairie, interspersed with farms 
and settlements at convenient distances from each other, and its dis¬ 
tance from any large city serves to a great extent in keeping the coveya 
of grouse unbroken by local sportsmen. The best grouse shooting I 
over had was within an hour’s drive of Ames. 

2d. Its accessibility. Being on the direct route from Chicago to 
Council Bluff*, It Is also the northern terminus of the D. M. A Minn. 
R. R„ connecting at DesMoine* with the C. K. I. A P., and is reached 
from the north by the Central of Iowa, connecting with the C. A 
N. W. at Marshalltown. 1 am confident there 1* not another place in 
the State possessing other euual advantages that is as easy of acceee os 
this to the majority of atteuoante. 

:)d. Accommodations: There are two very good hotels In the town; 
and although they caiiuot perhaps offer the luxuries of the Palmer, or 
nssign a suite of rooms to each individual. I will guarantee that each 
visitor is provided with sufficient of western substantial and a couch 
which will seem softer than m bed of down If he does his duty during 
the day. Livery service will also he quite sufficient for the short dis¬ 
tance it will he necessary to drive; and the best part of the accommo¬ 
dations I* that which may be expected from the farmers of this vicinity. 
A number of the settlements are composed entirely of Norwegians, aud 
it ia a noted fact that they are always liberal and friendly In the ex¬ 
treme to all sportsmen. 1 have never in all my experience been for¬ 
bidden ny one of these people to shoot an bis land. Tbia advantage 
cannot be over-estimated, especially by those who have had the III 
lock to Incur the anger of some august son of toll by crossing over hla 
six-acre field aud be ordered out of tbe county under pain of pitch- 
forks. hull dogs aud the law. 

I do not think It would be wise to set the place further East, os the 
corn fields of a thickly settled country would afford the game a secure 
shelter, mid defeat Ihe object sought, while fifty miles further West ia 
found the "grasshopper line." beyond which it would he impossible to 
find game with any certainty, and equally impossible for a dog to dis¬ 
play any remarkable qualities of nose. This I know to be tbe case, as 
I tried It thoroughly last fall. The birds seem to lose their regular 
habits. »n* they find their food everywhere. They do not resort morn¬ 
ing and evening to the stubbles as they do in sections where tho hop¬ 
pers are scarce, but generally-keep in the com. which instinct tefia 
them is their surest refuge from their enemies, and even when they are 
caught iu the open, the myriads of hoppers tbnt take wine at every leap 
of the dog appear to destroy the scent, and make shooting a disgust 
lather Ihan a pleasure. _ Schneider. 

Express Companies. —Editor Chicaao Field: In perusing your paper 
of Feb’v 10th. I noticed a communication therein written by your cor¬ 
respondent "Mohican," of Brooklyn, proposing to show why the Amer¬ 
ican Express Company should be patronized In preference to either the 
Aduius or United States Express Companies in tbe transportation of 
dogs. He complains of the outrageous charges of the two latter named 
companies, aod he finally concluded Ail little advice with the inference 
that the American Express Company ahould be patronised by sports- 
men in the transportation of dogs in preference to the other 
two. Now let me say a few words here for the benefit of all who may 
at any time wish to send dogs away by express The rules 
of the Adams Express Company in regard to transport¬ 
ing dogs are as rollows: Dogs In bores (They will not be 

received by the company unless they are boxed), weighing less than 
100 lbs., double classification rates most be charged. When weighing 
100 lbs. and over, double Height rates must be charged, but not less 
than ft'J.50 Tor any distance. Now 1 don’t blame the Express Co.’s at 
nil lor charging so high, for they must feed these dogs when going any 
distance, and should they get hurt or killed, the company must pay the 
damages; and the messengers are not allowed to place a box or any¬ 
thing on lop of the box tne dog is in for fear of smothering the dog; 
and hence you see that tbe box tbe dog Is in occupies, as it were, 
space enough for four or five boxes of moderate size, whereas these 
boxes must be placed somewhere else in the car. In fact a dog is con¬ 
sidered and treated just as a helpless person. It must have rood and 
drink, and all agents are obliged lo see that it gels both while lu their 
care. I do not know whether the rules of the American Express Co. 
arc the same or not; anyhow, before he advises all to patronize the 
American, he should become familiar with tbe regulations of said com¬ 
pany. aud sec whether they provide for the general health and wants 
of tbe canine tribe as well as the Adams. Brutus.

The morning was ushered in with ruin,but that did not keep

The Missouri Game Law— How a Governor Observed 
the Law. 

ST. boom, Keb. 21, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Fiei.d: —Herewith you will find the fol¬ 
lowing copy of a bill to amend l be game law in our State, 
which has been introduced in our legislature: 

Section 1. That sections one, two, ibree, five and seven 
of an Act, entitled “An Acr for the pre-ervation of birds, 
game and animals, be amended so as to read as follows; 

Sec. 1- It shall be unlawful for any person lo cateb. kill 
or injure, or lo attempt to catch, kill or injure any wilil 
buck, doe or fawn between the 15th day of January and the 
1st day of September: or any wild turkey between tbe 1st 
day ol March and tin- 15lh day’ of September; or any pinna¬ 
ted grouse, commonly culled prairie chicken, between tbe 
1st day of February and the 15th day of August; or any 
ruffed grouse, commonly called pheasants or purlridues, or 
any quails, sometimes called Virginia partridges, between 
the 1st day of February and ilie loth duv of October; or any 
woodcocks between the 10th day of January aud ihe 1st duy 
of July; or any turtle dove, sometimes culled mourning 
dove, or any meadow starling, commonly culled mi-ado* 
lark, between tbe 1st day of February aud the Ni day of 
Augustjor any wild, song or insectivorous bird al any season 
of the year. Aud it sh o he unlawful for any person at any 
time or season, lo catch, luk-. or injure, or lo attempt to 
catch, take, or injure, by nouns of any nets, traps, pens, 
pits or other device of the kind, any pinnated grouse, com¬ 
monly called prairie chicken, or any quails, sometimes 
called Virginia partridge; and it shall be unlawful for any 
person at any time or season to disturb, i d>, or destroy in¬ 
take therefrom any egg or eggs of any tv ill hi'd whatsoever. 

Sec, 2. The provision of section 1 sli til noi apply to any 
person who shall catch or kill, or am .apt toe. neb' or kill, 
any quail, sometimes called Virginia partridges, by means 
of any nets or (raps ou his own premises for ins own fam¬ 
ilies use anil consumption, between the 15th day of October 
and the 1st day of February; nor to auy person who shall 
disturb, rob, destroy, remove or take therefrom any egg or 
ol any hawk, owl, eagle or other bird of prey; nor to 
any person who shall kill any bird for the purpose of 
studying its habits or history, or having tbe same set up 
as a specimen; nor to any person who shall kill ou his own 
premises,{any bird in the act of destroying fruit or grapes. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to purchase, 
have in possession or sell any of the game, birds and ani¬ 
mals specified in section 1 of this Act, or any fresh pieces 
or parts of said animals during the season when the catching 
and killing is by said section prohibited; or to purchase, 
have in possession, or lo sell any of the g ime, birds and an¬ 
imals caught or killed contrary to tbe provisions of tbis Act. 
And for any person to purchase, have in possession, or sell 
any of the game, birds and animals during the seasons pro¬ 
hibited by this Act, or to purchase, have in possession, or 
sell any live pinnated grouse, commonly called prairie 
chicken, or any quail, sometimes called Virginia partridge, 
or any dead pinnated grouse, commonly called prairie chick¬ 
en, or auy quail, sometimes called Virginia partridge, not 
having or showing thereon any marks of cun shot, it shall 
be prvna/aeie evidence tbat said game, birds and nuimals 
were caught and killed contrary to the provisions of this Act 

Sec. 5. Every person who shall violate any of the pro¬ 
visions of this Act shall, upon conviction, be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished by fine not exceed¬ 
ing #25 for each and every animal aud bird caught, killed, 
injured, or attempted to he caught, killed or Injured, and 
for each and every pinnated grouse, commonly called 
prairie chicken, and quail, sometimes called Virginia 
partridge, caught or killed by mean; of any net, trap, pit or 
pen or other device of the kind, and for each and every 
animal or bitd, and each and every fresh piece or part of 
said animal purchased, had in possession or sold, and each 
and every wild bird’s nest disturbed, robbed or destroyed or 
egg taken therefrom contrary to this act. And every com¬ 
pany, corporation and individual I hat shall violate any of 
the provisions of section 4 of this Act shall be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine not exceed¬ 
ing #25 for each aud every animal and bird, and each and 
every part of said animal, had m possession, received for 
transportation or carriage contrary to the provision of said 
Section. 

Sec. 7. Upon the collection of any fine imposed for viola¬ 
tion of this Act, it shall be paid, one half into the public 
school fund and tbeolher to the complainant or informer. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect after the adjournment 
of the 29th General Assembly. 

The writer was one of a committee from the St. Louis 
Gun Club, to visit the capitol lo procure the passage of such 
amendments as would make the law effective. We found 
our “Solons" fully awake to ihe necessity of astringent 
law for the preservation of game. Although there will be 
some opposition to the passage of our bill From tbe people 
in the country districts, who do not appreciate the neces¬ 
sity for sucb laws, and from others who are actuated by 
selfish motives and have been in the habit heretofore of 
selling to /wt hunters nud dealers ihe privilege of trapping 
and netting on their premises for the markets, we have the 
best of reasons to hope for the passage of Ihe hill as pre¬ 
sented. It has undoubtedly some objectionable features lo 
sportsmen, but we can well afford to submit to them if we 
can gain the main point, viz: the passage of a law that will 
forbid and punish the outrageous aud wanlon destruction 
of game and birds hy killing them during the season for 
breeding, and trapping and netting anytime for market. 

We have a very large number of true and enthusiastic, 
sportsmen in our Stale who arc doing all they can to aid us 
in our efforts to get good and effective game laws and en¬ 
force them. We also expect to procure the passage of good 
lish and dog laws, copies of which bills 1 will send you in 
good lime. 

From information derived from the country, we have 
reason to hope that the destruction of quails by the s. vere 
Winter has not been so great as was feared—at least in 
most parts of Missouri they ure as abundant as usual al 
tbis season of tbe year. 

We have a governor in our State who believes in tbe rigid 
enforcement of all laws, game laws not excepted, as is dem¬ 
onstrated by tbe following occurrence: In the preparation 
for the gubernatorial reception which recently took place 
at the capital; the governor whs visited hy a 
noted St. Louis caterer who wished to make a prop¬ 
osition for furnishing a feast for his excellency’s guests 
worthy of the occasion Among other delicacies on the 
bill of fare were a saddle of venison, quails, etc., etc. 
When our worthy governor saw these Items he exclaimed 
"Do you take me for a law breaker? Do you suppose that 
1, Ihe chief executive of the State, would inaugurate my 
first induction into the Executive mansion by an infringe¬ 
ment on the game law*?" To which our Frenchman replied: 




"But your honor, ze deer has not been killed since ae law] 
was effected, but 1 has keep them in my ice house over two 
weeks, and your honor te quail are not prohibit by ae law. 

But it was of no use, the governor was firm in his deter- 
mination not to break the law, and as a consequence his 
guests got no venison nor quails for supper. 

We say three cheers for our game governor; and feel sure 
that Ihe Chicaoo Field and all gentlemen sportsmen will 
join us with a loud voice. OAK. 

Ten Years' flame Law and “Year of Jubilee.” 


Heavier Fall*. Pa., Feb. 17. 1877. 
Editok Chicago Field;— No more hunting nor fishing in 
Pennsylvania for ten years! This is the text of a new game 
law recent • v proposed in our legislature, by a genua homo 
from the bogs of Clinton county. Upon the assembling of 
ourlegislaliveSolonsannually.il has been the custom to 
enact some new law, repeal certain sections, or grant spe¬ 
cial privileges to certain localities for the further protection 
of game of all sorts This enacting, repealing, etc., has 
been in some instances wise, and in some otherwise so 
much so, indeed, that a Philadelphia lawyer can scarcely 
interpret the statute, much less the average sportsman. 
Now, Mr. Editor, we are in favor of all wise enactments to 
protect our game, and say Amen to all offenders who are 
punished for violating if, but we hereby, herein and hereon 
enter our protest against the passage of the above 
law proposed by the long eared member from 
Clinton county. We object, in the first place, 
because it will be impossible to enforce it, 

from the fact our present law is continually vio¬ 
lated with impunity, and that right under the shadow of 
the courts of justice; and but seldom are ever offenders 
brought to justice. Farther, because a law that eant be en¬ 
forced is a dead letlet upon the statute book and worse 

than no law at all. v 

We oppose the law for another reason which we think 
should convince the most jealous protectionist in the State, 
viz.: for mathematical reasons. . 

For the sake of avoiding any controversy, we will waive 

all other objections and admit that the proposed law ear, 
and mill be rigidly adhered to for the specified time Now 
let us slid eh the blanket of our imagination and follow the 
results of this masterpiece of legislation through the succes¬ 
sive steps of each year, until we reach the ultima thule of 
our fondest desire, the “year of jubilee, when the sound of 
the hunter’s horn is again heard in the land, and the click 
of the angler’s reel mingles with the melody of the rippling 
stream. Now for the facts and figures, and facts are stub¬ 
born thiugs and figures wont lie. .lust exactly how many 
quails there are at the present time in our Stole isone of 
those things as Dundreary says, \\ hat a fellah can t zactly 
find out.”

But we don l care 
for a quail or two, so we will deduct one-third, and take as 
a ’‘nest egg" the modest sum of two hundred thousand, or 
one hundred thousand pair. Now, under this new scheme 
of protection, wc will allow each jiair to raise but ten 
chicks each year, and successively so for the stipulated time 
of ten years, and as a result of this protection, we append 
the result below in figures for each successive year, in or¬ 
der that our legislative Solons may see what a grand pros¬ 
pect there is in the future for "quail on toast.

plain of a person who sold liquor contrary to law, or would 
break any other law of the Stale, will allow this law to be 
violated without saying a word.

duty it shall be to see the game laws carried out, and otic nit¬ 
ers punished is good. What is everybody'* business is no 
one’s business, is true, especially in this matter. Let us 
have game constables then with all the powers which 
the proposed act gives them. I don’t go quite to the 
length of thinking that the breaking of the game law should 
be considered a capital offense, punishable by death, butt 
do think it Bhould be dealt harshly with, and as the tcmlcr- 
est part of such men is generally their pocket, go for them 
and drain their pocket book till it shall look as though au 
elephant had danced a jig on it. In case thetr purses can 
not stand such treatment, put them behind the bars, and let 
them work it out on a fare of bread and water at the rate 
of a dollar a day as the new law suggests. In bad eases 
give the offender a taste of both punishments. 

It seems to me that it would be perfectly just to tine it 
man, who kills a hen, quail or grouse, before the season 
opens for the average number of young these birds have id 
a brood, as they are almost certain to die in consequence of 
the murder of their maternal parent. 1 also think it might 
be well to make the fine heavier for killing hens than for 
cocks, as if the females are killed off not only will young 
broods die this season, but the chance of a good number 
next year is diminished. These are only suggestions, and 
are merely the thoughts which I have on the subject. I do 
| pretend to criticise the law as published in your columns, 
i for it meets the requirements of the case, perfectly, 1 think, 
i and could not be improved upon by the writer.

"Closing the Season." 

Fxbruaht. tfrra, 1877. 

Editor Ohicaoo Field;— Having arranged with a friend 
for a day or two’s quail shooting, and the season being fat 
advanced late in December, we found ourselves on the ap 
pointed ground in a severe snow storm with the wind blow 
mg freely, and intensely cold. We had come to shoot, and 
shoot we would irrespective of weather, and at once pro 
cceded to operations. After a hasty consultation it was de 
cidcd to try the cover first, being yet early in the forenoon, 
and birds unlikely to be moving owing to the severity of the 
weather. Our intended beat lay on a line parallel with the 
railroad, expecting to be at the next sation on the line to 
ealeb the train In the evening by which we intended return 
ing home. The front of the farms were under cultivation, 
and behind were deep woods, and our bent lay along the 
edge of the cover. Oqc taking the extreme outside while 
the other went in line a short distance inside. My fnend 
was hunting a very handsome red Irish doff with a long ped¬ 
igree; ‘although to the manor born’ he distinctly showed his 
aristocratic liheage Whilst mine, "though only a native ” 
was more valued by me for his actual performance tn the 
field than for his pedigree, always preferring performance 
to pedigree for field purposes, when 1 can t have both. 
After quite a tedious tramp the welcome sound saluted my 
car that Shot was standing, and to come over there a sum 
mons I most readily obeyed. When nearing him Nig caught 
sight of Shot aud backed at once; upon going up two birds 
only got up out of a fallen tree top, one being 
killed dead, and the other falling a short distance off 
in the deep snow could not be retrieved; 
upon further search amongst some brush piles and fences of 
like material, we found several scattered birds, plainly 
showing a hawk (that most bitter enemy of the quad) had 
been amongst them and damaged our si>ort. Starting on, 
we fortunately came upon another bevy, on which the dogs 
did some beautiful work. Nig, from his close and active 
method of ranging and perfect system of quartering, getting 
a large majority of points over his wide and irregular rang¬ 
ing opponent. ‘Although possessed of au ejccellent nose and 
very staunch, but lacking in that essential point of merely 
shortening up in his stretches without letting up in his 
speed when in small cover or amongst scattered birds, the 
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I Bhould like, however, to ask you to consider the advts- ] 
ability of making one addition, viz.: I would suggest that 
some provision be made for parties wishing to collect birds 
and eggs for scientific purposes. Such a provision is made 
in the laws of several States, and 1 know of no case in 
which it has been abused. 

The section I would add is as follows: 

"Any person having first obtained the written consent of 
the mayor and aldermen of any city, or of tbe trustees of 
any town or village, may take the nests and eggs, or at any 
season of the year kill undomesticatcd birds for the pur|iose 
of preserving them as specimens in cabinets of natural his¬ 
tory or for any scientific purpose whatever, and such writ¬ 
ten consent shall exempt the holder from fine in any por¬ 
tion of the State; provided, that if any person shall be de- 
tec led in using such permit for any other purpose than tbe 
one named in this section he shall be proceeded against as a 
common offender." ... 

I do not think if the above became a law that it would be 
abused; if it was, tbe permission could be withdrawn, and, 
as provided for, the person proceeded against as a common 
violator of the law. It would very soon be discovered if a 
man had obtained his permit for the purpose of evading the 
law, or if he was really engaged in studying the birds as he 
professed. Collecting is done now in all parts of the State, 
and probably will be whether the law allows it or not, but 
one would feel much easier in his mind if he knew that he 
could follow his studies without danger of being brought up 
before a justice and fined. , , 

I hope the above will call out expressions of onimon on 
the subject from others, and that the framers of the law 
will be induced to add my provision to their excellent ef- 
fort T. Umiif.llub

We 
took heavy toll out uf that bevy and were soon fortunate 
enough to find another uud had some fine sport with them 
also, although very cold and unpleasant walking, and on 
nearing the station where we meant to stop, were lucky 
enough to find another bevy, which fully occupied our re¬ 
maining time before tbc|train was due. Amongst them the 
siiort was excellent, dropping in easy cover w here dogs and 
guns showed to good advantage. On arriving at the station 
wc found our united bags to contain twenty-two braces of 
line birds. Our train came along in due time, and after a safe 
ride home we concluded that the season of 76 w as over on 
our part; but a change in the weather occurring during the 
night, brought also a change iu our minds, anu 
after an early breakfast next morning wc again started for 
the train, our destination being the place we bad left off at 
on the preceding afternoon. On our arrival, we immediately 
took the field, our plan being matured on the way up. 

The weather was clear and cold, and in beating the field 
we immediately found birds, which being in an open 
country all went to bag, dogs and guns making no mistake. 
The second field also contained a fine covey, and being 
better cover, a brace were left to propogate the race, the 
third field forward from this contained the finest covey we 
found, and from which we deducted twelve and a hall 
brace; further on, wo found a s| nall bevy 
of ten, which we reduced to one and a half brace, 
and started for the railway station—bagging that day 
twenty-six braces from four coveys in a trtfle less than lour 
hour’s shooting. Our time in the field the previous day was 
about equal with the. second. Total, forty-eight brace in 
nearly eight hour’s shooting. 

So much has been said lately tn your excellent paper retie 
live to the merits of the imported and native setters that l 
have no inclination in this instance to bring the matter up 
further than to say that much depends upon the handling ot 
cither class. No dog, whether blue or red, can be an ex¬ 
cellent performer without careful handling and much 
practice, and 1 think that the superiority of either class is far 
from being proven yet, and am in hope of seeing intire Bela 
trials inaugurated next season aud more entries in the trials,

If 
it would only remain so it would be just wbat every sports¬ 
man desires to see. as it would greatly alleviate the suffer¬ 
ings of poor Boh While. 1 have been very much interested 
in the accounts from different sections as published in the 
Chicago Field, Hod atul Qun , and Forest and Stream, of 
the sufferings of the quails by the heavy snows and the 
means taken to protect them. Some wide-n-wakes took 
lime by the forelock, procured them early and are keeping 
them over, or attend to the feeding of them daily on. their 
grounds. Foremost of these are the Stamford Club, and 
they should be. and ure, “highly commended,” and their 
good example should be followed elsewhere; while others, 
victims of procrastination, wuil until after the heavy snows 
have fallen killing thousands of the unprotected birdB, and 
iben raise the cry of save the quails. Of course we cannot 
save all, but every s|iortsman owes it as a duty as a member 
of the profession to do what he cun himself. If he be for¬ 
tunate enough to live in a place with a good organized club 
then work together, as truly “in union there is strength,” 
and great good is daily accomplished by clubs; but if in a 
place like this with no club, then go to work yourself, having 
the satisfaction of having done your mite in the good work. 

Early in the season, by advertising in our county papers, 

I procured a couple of covies, built u nice wooden cage in 
the back end of our store, placed them in it, reserving one 
cock, which I put in a large wire breeding cage in the front 
end of the room, which is a long one. They make thingB 
merry by their calling, and are a source of amusement and 
pleasure for me to attend to, and I shall miss them very 
much after giving them their freedom again. A great many 
hsvc done likewise, I have no doubt, and to those that have 
Dot done uuything, 1 will say I hope they will be haunted 
by the spirits of those they have slain until they do so. A

The external la caused by the flaps 
striking the chock*, and the remedy la to prevent the acaba being bro 
ken off by the shaking. To do thia clip away the hair from round the 
aorea. ao oa to expoae them thoroughly; waab with strong auda from 
carbolic toilet aoap, and after drying carefully apply a little melted 
mutton tallow ; then fold over each aore a email piece of common cloth 
aticking plneter. No further care will be necessary. For the Internal 
canker, flrat syringe the ear well with the aoap auda, then pour iu about, 
a teaapoonfnl of liquor plumbl and diatllled water equal parte. Re¬ 
peat title treatment Lhree time* a day. and feed the dog for some weeka 
on bread and milk or vegetable diet.

It la probable the trouble la due to some derangement of the stomach. 
Try in the flrat place atnall doaea of charcoal with the food for two or 
three day*, aud follow with the tonic prescribed iu answer to B. 0. H. 
Use this for three weeks, and if there is no perceptible Improvement you 
may be assured that the pup baa worm*. Try then, one-quarter of au 
areca nut grated, given In the morning upon an empty atomach, and 
followed aix hours later by a dose of castor oil. Repeat for three day* 
and we think you will And the dog better. 

L. K., Albany.-My bitch was due to whelp Feb. 11th. She grew 
large, but Just before her time fell away to her usual size. She has a 
full breast of milk and l would suppose that she had eaten her pupa If 
she over did such a thing.

P. D.. 8su Francisco. Cal.-I have a horse six years old that was all 
right till about two weeks ago when he seemed to get laine gradually 
in bis near fore foot, but kept getting worse, so I pulled the shoe off 
and found some gravel In the inner quarter; cleared it out, as I sup¬ 
posed thoroughly, but it began soon after to matterate and proud flesh 
sprung np. and l sm afraid Tt Is going to break out at the coronet, as It 
Is getting soft and he is very lame on it. I have been dressing it with 
a solution of carbolic acid, but it does not Improve. Will you tell me 
through your veterinary correspondence wbat to do for It? Ans. It Is a 
singular fact that any irritant In the foot has a tendency to work up¬ 
ward instead of down as in other tissues; so It is very important when 
any wound Is made on the bottom of the foot 
to open it freely to give it free vent and 
keen down exuberant granulations, as they sometimes close the oriflea. 
If there is any teudeocy to break out at the coronet do uot hesitate to 
insert s seton immediately which will drain the sore nicely out and 
prevent the development of goiter, which Is a very annoying coinpli 
cation. Make the hole with a knife, inserting it. in the center of the 
sore at the bottom and let It emerge at the top where it appears to have 
a tendency to break out; then paes a tape through it, and promote a 
free discharge by smearing tt with fly blister or other Irritant ; keep the 
foot In a poultice, and clean twice a day; leave the aetou In a couple of 
weeks and It will prove satisfactory. Shoe with a bar shoe afterwards 
for a while. 

P. R.. Joliet. III.--I have a very flue road horse six years old that Is 
finite lame and stiff forward; he was all sound (111 about a month ago. 
1 took him out and gave him a very severe drive and noticed next day 
that he had quite large wiudgalU which seemed to be very near the hone 
a* though they were In front of the suspensory ligaments; they are 
quite sore on pressure. Wbat shall I do for them? Ana.— Wlnagalls 
are divided Into simple and compound or complicated; the former 
being the ordinary distension of the borsa mucosa, and seldom causes 
lameness; but, the latter Is more serious, coming between the suspen 
sory ligament and the bone, and generally ossifies and causes great 
lameness. If taken in time, when the lesion is fresh, there is a hope of 
causing It to absorb by continued application of cold with even pres¬ 
sure and absolute rest, and subsequent blistering to prevent its retnrn. 
But If the compound windgall Is neglected till ossification takes place 
It Is tncnrable as the ligaments and tendons are Implicated and on 
closed in the ossification. 

H. 8., Springfield. III. -What la beat to be done for a horse that has 
the distemper. The first symptoms were a cough. There seems to be 
a difficulty In swallowing. In the course of a few days there was a dis¬ 
charge from the nose, accompanied by loss of appetite, etc. What 
would you advise as to the best mode of treatment? Ans. If there is 
no swelling between the broebes of the lower law, blister the throat 
well on each side with the following: take of liquor ammonia, oil of 
turpentine and linseed oil, of each two ounces, mix. tnd rah about an 
ounce and a half well In twice a day. part on one side and part on the 
other, till the throat la prhtty well blistered. But If there Is a tendency 
to swell as Indicated above.apply hot poultice# to encourage supnratlon; 
In either case give Internally a mixture of nitrous ether half an ounce, 
pulveriaed gentian two drachms, chloride of ammonium and nitrate of 
potash, of each one drachm and water to make half a pint mix and give 
as a drench twice a day; feed on boiled oats or barley, oatmeal grnel, 
etc., but no dry grain. 

A. R. 8.. Milwaukee, Wls.-I have a three-year old coll that la ef¬ 
fected with what we term scratches. What can 1 do for It? He has 
been kept up for weeks. Ans.—If there Is no discharge from the 
cracks, local applications and a tonic will be sufficient. Take of Iodine 
and Iodide of potassium of each one drachm, aod lard two ounces: 
pulverlce and mix. and apply a little twice a day with the fingers; and 
as a tonic lake of sulphate of Iron one drachm, sulphate of magneela 
and gentian of eaeh two drachms—pulverise and mix, and give a# one 
doae In the feed, which should be soft, aa roots, brio, etc , with a few 
oats. But If there Is a discharge from little pit-like ulcers It la grease 
and needs different treatment. You will recognlxe grease by the very 
offensive and continuous discharge, while from scratches there Is none. 
If the above does not effect s cure, or If there are eymptoros of grease 
communicate with us again.

This revolver is supplied with si safety notch, on which it 
cud be carried without the tiring pin touching the catridge. The 
other parts are essentially the same us in the old model. 

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, I give 
below the details of the tests to which the revolvers have been 
subjected : 

[details omitted ) 

The Colt revolver was first tired three hundred rounds with 
service ammunition, allowing it to cool after each huudred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulminate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to temain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again tired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two catridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 
second trial and the other with the punch and hammer. 

The Colt and one of the Smith & Wesson were then fired for 
accurucy at fifty yurds. A target of ten shots with each gave 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, 3.11 in; for the Smith & Wes¬ 
son, 4.39 in. 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not atl'ect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
for the Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith A Wesson, 3.uo in. 

The Smith & Wesson was then fired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to explode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failing in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those failing in 
the Smith & Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate. 

1 Anally tried the "Leet" cartridge* in the Colt revolver to ascertain 
the effect of bursting through the cap, a** they had do.ie wilh the Smith 
A Wesson. The cartridges were taken trout the same box, and about 
twenty of them from the same package as those lhat hurst in the Smith 
A Wesson revolvers, but out of eighty tired none burst. At the same lime, 
of four cartridges from this package fired In the Smith *fc W esson revolver 
two burst iis before. 

The Smith & Wesson revolvers have been fired respectively MW. HOtt and 
815 rounds; the Colt ubout 800 rounds. The better working of the Colt is 
noticeable throughout. No difficulty nas been found with it. while the 
Smith A Wessou has several times clogged to such in extent os to render it 
almost impossible to cock it. This clogging is most li title to occur in cold 
and dry weather, when the fouling i» allowed to harden on the piece 
The lengthening of the •‘collar" was Intended to overcome ibU liability 
to clog, as developed iu the iuo lei now in the hands of the troops, and 
has, no doubt, reduced It. The cylinder stop la also a.t Improvement, 
aud the strengthening of parts, which is the object of most of the cluing*-*, 
has tna a better weapon than the old one, but I still regard it a* rather de¬ 
licate for general service. The two parts of this revolver which broke 
during the trial may have contalued defects, hut these and other pans of It 
are of such a character as to develop defects iu the manufacture, 

A great objection to this arm is the difficulty of dismounting for cleaning 
and re-assembling it. Though improved iu this respect by the marking of 
the gear and frame und the change iu the rack, soldiers generally would still 
find It complicated. 

The only superiority It can claim over the t’olt is the greater rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cases. 1 thiuk that in the case of poor ammunition 
aud the burstiug of the heads of cartridges in the two arms, the Smith A 
Wesson con Id more readily be relieved from the consequent clogging than 
the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parts is less, they are more simple and 
stronger, aud are not subjected to as great strains as those in the Smith A 
Wesson. It cau be dismounted for cleaning by drawing cue screw aud 
slipping out the base piu. and reassembled with the same ease. 

I have no hesitation In declaring the Colt revolver superior in most 
respects, aud much better adapted to the wauts of the army thau the Smith A 
Wesson.
